ish officers and men a t the crown 
colony 
and bayoneted them

death. 
Three survivors of a p arty of 60 
A ustralians 
taken prisoner

G aarnata in southern New B ritain 
returned to Sydney and reported 
to Forde on the incident. 
W hen captured, IO officer* and 
50 men were lined up in a row. 
The officers were given revolvers 
containing one bullet each and or­ 
dered to shoot them selves. The 
others, 
their hands tied 
behind 
them , were bayoneted dr shot. 
One of the survivors escaped by 
sham m ing death. 
I^ed Into Woods 
The escaped men spared no de­ 
tails of the horrible punish me r t 
m eted out. Some of the A u stra­ 
lians 
were led off 
individually 
into the jungle by Japanese arm ed 
w ith bayonet*. Those left behind 
could hear their scream * as the 
death thrust w ent home. 
One m an who attem p ted to es- 
cape was run through the face 
w ith a sword by a Japanese of­ 
ficer.

through the bush on the sparely 
settled island for several days, 
th eir 
hands pinioned and 
their 
wounds gushing blood before they 
w ere found by an A ustralian pa­ 
trol.

INEFFICIENCY AND WASTE 
W 
ASHINGTON — That shipbuilders are 
making enormous war profits is not 
news. 
Much sensational evidence on this 
has been revealed by several congression­ 
al committees. 
But what is news is the fact that de­ 
spite these huge profits— gross inefficien­ 
cy, waste and even worse are rampant in 
many shipyards. 
Jn fact so serious has the situation be­ 
come that ship production has been grave­ 
ly affected, and the Justice Department 
and Truman committee have begun quiet 
probes preliminary to drastic crack-dow ns. 
Evidence already in the hands of in- 
i vestigators show s that the worst offend­ 
ers are the old, established companies, who 
have been given the bulk of the contracts 
by the Maritime Commission on the ground 
j that they had the “ know-how” to build 
ships fast and in large numbers. 
Actu* 
i ally, production records tell a different 
SIO O ’. 
The most efficient yards are the new* 
j ones, in many cases erected and operated 
by men without any previous shipbuilding 
j experience. 
For example: 
The ace plant in the 
I country is the Portland (Ore.) Shipyard, 
I one of the Henry Kaiser properties. Build- 
| er of Boulder Dam and other giant pro­ 
jects, Kaiser had never made a ship until 
j as a war measure, he got into the business 
j last year. 
Today he has a number of 
I West Coast yards w hich are turning out 
* ships by the most advanced and efficient 
I methods on a continuous 21-hour, seven- 
day operational basis. 
The best of these yards is the Portland 
I plant, managed by his son Edgar. He had 
I never built a ship before and only three 
of his executives had previous shipbuild- 
j big experience. 
Also only a fraction of 
the thousands of workers in the yard are 
, shipbuilders. 
In contrast, is the Bethlehem Ship- 
; building Co., one of the largest and oldest 
'in the country ,which investigators report 
I doesn't even begin to approach the Kaiser 
yards in efficiency. 
Bethlehem is 
described as 
being the 
“ biggest obstacle” to a three-shift system. 
It has vigorously resisted this 
on

I ground that it is impossible to obtain 
* enough 
trained supervisors. 
Bethlehem 
I insists on tw o ten-hour shifts, w hich means 
a loss of four production hours a day. 
Kaiser’s and 
other three-shift yards 
have nad no trouble training all the fore-

Why giant Bethlehem 
I is unable to do so is a mystery— which the 
i Maritime Commission, that has so lavish- 
I ly favored the corporation, has not deem- 
: ed necessary to do anything about.

We were all stomach when in the 
paleozoic slime and we have never 
quite gotten over th a t Whenever 
we are upset emotionally, it ie re­ 
flected most delicately in the most 
primitive of our organs. But be­ 
anies nervous dyspepsia, the di­ 
gestive tract is so complicated that 
it is not surprising that it gets 
out of whack on an organic basis 
about ss often as any other part 
of the body. 
Methods of detecting and max­ 
ing diagnoses of digestive disturb­ 
ances a rt greatly improved m 
these days. Formerly we depended 
entirely on the history of the pa­ 
tient’s recital of his own symp­ 
toms to make a diagnosis of ab­ 
dominal disease—and often got in­ 
to trouble.

According to tho story the 
young druggist then took these 
three damning pieces of evidence 
to tho doctors with a photograph 
of the actor and said that he would 
place the three different diagnoses 


and the photograph of the man in 
his window unless they would send 
him their prescriptions. Accord­ 
ing to the story it all turned out 
happily and they complied with 
bis request.

The point of the story is that 
they had to depend entirely or. the 
integrity of the patient’s’history 
in making their diagnoses. 
Today we have many other 
means of diagnosis; most impor­ 
tant of these, the X-ray. With 
this marvelous Instrument, we can 
feed the patient a meal which 
throws a black shadow on the X- 
ray plate. When tho stomach is 
filled up, we therefore have a 
black shadow which is the exact 
outline of tho stomach. We can 
see the movements that it makes. 
We can time the emptying rate 
and compare that with the normal.
